Only a step has been taken on the 
question of nutrition, to see that 
those who patronize the cafeterias 
are not deprived of food of nutri- 
tive content.

Everyone in the industry aimits 
that they are still experimenting, 
that they don't know all the an- 
twers. 

How frequently the committee 
shall meet, how best encourage 
. ideas and the carrying out of ideas 
to help the program, and how the 
committee shall serve not only for 
the war effort but also for the con- 
sumer, are still not settled. 

So far, discussions are being held 
in the shops and joint committees 
are being elected. Initial propos- 
als on salvage and savings are 
put into effect. Meanwhile, other

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Press Ignores Only One 
Thing in Poll-Tax Talk: 
Constitution of the U. S.

A Hearst writer, discussing the poll tax fight, dis- 


covers that social, political and economic reforms of the 
New Deal “have sprung, not from the philosophy of the great patron 
saint of the Democratic Party, Thomas Jefferson, but from the’ doc- 
trine ... Of Karl Marx.” The Daily News, in its leading editorial on 

discussed the subject with suspicious “objectivity,” darkly 
hinting at the same time that New Deal backers of the anti-poll tax 
bill will be haunted by their actions at the 1944 Democratic conven- 
tion. And Arthur Krock, The New York Times Washington oracle, 
emerging from a law library covered with dust from head to toe, pro- 
claimed that, the propriety of the Senate filibuster aside, numerous 
legal precedents from the arrogant Federal apologist, John Marshall 
dowmpupheld the right of Southern states to deprive large sections of 
the population of their franchise—provided it is not done on the basis 
of race, color, previous condition of servitude or sex! 

All of which recalls the famous method of former Mayor O’Brien 
of New York who, when asked by City Hall reporters for a statement 
on the muddled traction situation, invariably pleaded: 

“Now boys, boys, let’s not get down to brass tacks!” 

” * « 


The plain and simple truth is that the poll tax is a flagrant viola- 
tion of the Fourteenth Amendment of the U. S. Constitution. By de- 
manding that voters pay a head tax (ranging from $1 to $1.50 a year) 
for the right to vote, the eight Southern states in which this iniquitous 
system exists—deprive the majortty of the population of their con- 
stitutional rights. 

The clear object of the Fourteenth Amendment is the prevention 
of the abridgement in any way of the right of citizens to vote, for the 
authors of that amendment were well aware of such devices as “grand- 
father clauses” (you can't vote if your grandfather didn’t); so-called 
“educational” qualifications administered in many cases by illiterates; 
and most certainly the poll tax. 

The first section of the Fourteenth Amendment says that: “No 
state shall make or enforce any law which shall abridge the privileges 
or immunities of citizens of the United States. 

* —

In a ne n sent March 22, 1941 to the Sub-Committee 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee on Poll Tax Hearing, the National 
Committee of the Communist Party called attention to the fact that 
the U. S. Constitution provided penalties for evasion of the democratic 
guarantees of the Constitution. Specifically, these penalties called for 
reduction of basis .of representation. 

Thus, Section 2 of the Fourteenth Amendment declares: * 

, But when the right to vote . . is denied to any of the male 
inhabitants of such State, being 21 years of age, and citizens of the 
United States, or in any way abridged, except for participation in re- 
bellion, or other crime, the basis of representation therein shall be re- 
duced in the proportion which the number of such male citizens shall 
bear to the whole number of male citizens 21 years of age in such State.” 

Consequently, if this section of the Constitution were to be en- 
forced, and states penalized -for continued restriction of the ballot; 


Texas would have only seven Congressmen instead of 21; Alabama 


three instead of nine; Arkansas two instead of five; Georgia three in- 
stead of ten; Mississippi two instead of seven, and so on down the line. 
. * * 


Without doubt, instead of penalizing the states through cutting 
down of Congressional representation, it is preferable to ensure the 
ballot to all Southern citizens entitled to the franchise. 

A sense of simple justice would long ago have dictated a restitu- 
tion of these elementary rights to the Negro people. (The poll tax, 
incidentally, also deprives millions of white workers and sharecroppers 
of the right to vote.) 1 

Today, however, when thé Negro people are fighting and dying on

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Tories Are Worried

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20—Earl 
Browder’s name has been heard 
several times recently on the floor 
of Congress. Browder apparently 
has the tory obstructionists wor- 
ried. They are disturbed by his 


‘recent book, “Victory—and After,” 


by his writings and activities on be- 
half of offensive, all-out policies 
that will win this war. 
‘Browder has been attacked re- 
peatedly during the poll tax filibus- 
ter. The first to bring up his name 
was Senator Tom Connally of 
Texas. Connally is not only the 
floor leader of the filibusters but 
also their axe-man. He is an old 
hand at directing personal innuendo 
ahd abuse at his opponents. Just 
a couple of days ago he directed 
a virtriolic and intemperate blast 
at the Senate’s veteran liberal and 
oustanding foe of the poll tax, 
George W. Norris. 

A couple of years ago Connally 


tried to do an axe job on Browder 


at a meeting of a Senate Judiciary 
Subcommittee on the notorious 
Voorhis Act which was designed to 
classify the Communist Party as a 
“foreign agent.” 
BROWDER REACHES CONNALLY 
Connally started heckling Brow- 
der, casting aspersions on his Amer- 
icanism. Browder came back calm- 
ly and with dignity. He explained 
that tie internationalism of the 
Communist Party which was un- 
der attack, was not un-American, 
that it was in the main stream of 
real Americanism. He told Con- 
nally about the views of Lincoln 
on the bonds which knit together 
all labor throughout the world. He 
also showed why the interests of the 
United States required closer rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union. In 
short, Browder taught Connally a 
few things about American history. 
The blustering Connally didn’t know 
the answers to the points raised 


by Browder, and subsided abruptly. - 


Apparently Connally hasn’t for- 
gotten this occasion on which he 
took a shellatking from Browder. 
And so on Saturday when Senator 
Theodore Bilbo of Mississippi was 
filibustering, Connally interjected 
with his heavy sarcasm: “Has the 
Senate yet named probably one of 
the most distinguished sponsors of 
the proposed legislation, Mr. Earl 
Browder, the head of the Com- 
munist Party?” 

Bilbo assured his colleagues that 
he would get to the red-baiting

Subsequently another of the poll 
tax leaders, Senator Richard Rus- 


sell of Georgia, did pay his respects 
to Browder at greater length in the 
course of a filibustering speech on 
the early history of Georgia. 


DRAG IN RED HERRING 


The Connally-Russell-Bilbo line 
was old style red-baiting. They 
knew that the anti-poll tax bill Is 
not a Communist measure. They 
were just dragging the familiar red 
herring across the Senate floor. And 
they were giving vent to some of 
their inger against Browder and 
the Communists for having fought 
consistently for Negro rights and 
against the feudal, poll-tax set-up 
in the South. 

A somewhat more novel and more 
complex approach was taken by 
Rep. Charles Gifford, a Massachu- 
setts Republican, in a speech on the 
House floor. Gifford has read 
Browder’s book. He disagreed with 
most of it violently. Apparently it 
upset him so much that he had to 
tell the House about it in some 
detail, and he couldn’t help admit- 
ting that Browder said “some fine 
things.” 

Gifford was a small town real 
estate man before coming to Wash- 
ington some 20 years ago, and he 
is considered something of a char- 
acer in the House. He snarls a 
peculiar, dry sort of humor of his 
own out of the side of his mouth, 
Gifford is a rock-ribbed Republican 
of the old school. He cannot, how- 
ever, be classified as one of the out- 
right defeatists. His record on war 
issues is spotty, but not completely 
negative. 


At the moment, Gifford is worried . 


about the proposals being made by 
Vice-President Wallace and Wen- 
dell Willkie in which the colonial 
peoples will have freedom and in 
which all nations will be banded 
together to preserve peace. 

Gifford said that he admires, Will- 


kle “greatly,” but that he does not 


know whether he can follow Will- 
kie’s present course. It was in the 
general context of a confused and 
rambling speech about the post- 
war world that Gifford discussed 
Browder’s book. 


GIFFORD READS BOOK 


“I have here several utterances 
of great men that I have tried to 
weigh carefully,” Gifford said. “I 
see my good friend from. Georgia 
(Mr. Cox) appears interested. I 
have spent a little time reading 4 
book by Mr. Browder which I have 
here. He states that at last he was

welcomed to Georgia, the state of 
my friend (Mr. Cox). He states 
that ke was carefully protected by 
many guards.” Gifford didn’t seem 
to mind what Browder had to say 
about the feudal anti-democratic 
institution of the South, and he 


read a paragraph or so to the 


House. 

Then Gifford summed up Brow- 
der’s explanation of why the Com- 
munists criticized President Roose- 
velt's position on the war and later 
supported the war when its charac- 


ter had undergone a fundamental 


change. For the most part, Gif- 
ford’s discussion of Browder’s book 
was relatively objective. It was “at 
this point that he gave vent to 
prejudice, and attacked Browder’s 
political affiliation. Gifford admitted 
being influenced by the Dies Com- 
mittee. 

While Gifford is apparently criti- 
cal of those who offer detailed plans 
for the post-war world, he none- 
theless criticized Browder for hav- 
ing “no blueprints for a post-war 
world.” Gifford apparently over- 
looked the last chapter in Browder’s 
book, which although not a blue 
print, does outline some of the broad 
problems which must be solved. The 
most important of these is the need 
for continued collaboration after the 


War between the United Nations 


“to deal collectively with the prob- 
lems of economic and political re- 
construction.” 

“CONSTRUCTIVE IDEAS” 


“Even Earl Browder says some 
fine things,” Gifford added, “some 
people may even believe what Earl 
Browder says about Georgia and 
the Democratic Party. Undesir- 
able people are able to offer good 
advice, and if we did not know the 
author the argument might be per- 
suasive.” 

It is this statement that probably 
explains why Gifford found it nec- 
essary to talk about Browder’s book 
at all. There isn’t much danger that 
Browder will convince him, but stil) 
Gifford found Browder’s ideas per- 
suasive.” They ype and 
plagued him, 

-Of course, it couldn’t be correct 
to conclude from the samples above 
that all Washington reaction te 
Browder’s book is negative. Cer- 
tainly Browder’s closely reasoned 
chapters on the need for economic 
planning to win the war had a pro- 
found effect. But it is interesting 
to note that even Browder’s oppo- 
nents, like Gifford, can’t dismiss 
his ideas. They may want to ignore 
them, but they can’t.

@ true son of the working class, Throughout his 
whole adult existence the great dominating thought in 
his mind was the improvement, the emancipation of 
his class, of his people. His rich and fruitful life was 
one that can be profitably studied 
by our youth and taken by them 
es a guiding example. 

Jack was the personification of 
many of the proletarian qualities 
that make the working class the 
most progressive class in society and 
the hope of the world. He was clear- 
headed, modest, unassuming, a reso- 


the class struggle he gained the hard 7 | 
way, in the front line of a hundred Jack @bhnstone 
hard-fought battles. He was also a most assiduous 

scholar. Those who knew him best were aware of his 
keen mind and his great hunger for knowledge. 

During the 32 years that I was very closely associated 
with Jack I came to know his good qualities thoroughly, 
For one thing, he was a tireless worker. He gave him- 
self to the trade union movement, to our Party, with- 
out a thought of his personal well-being. It was char- 
acteristic of him that after passing through a des- 
perately dangerous operation, not long before he died, 
he was soon back again on the firing line. Even as 
he stood at the brink of death he was busy planning 
the work he was going to do when he recovered. 

Another outstanding characteristic of Jack was his 
honesty and forthrightness. He always spoke his mind 
frankly and definitely. No one was ever in any doubt 
as to where he stood upon any question. There wag 
something very fresh and wholesome in his rugged 
honesty. Moreover, he had the moral and physical 
courage to back up his opinions and his std gen- 
erally. Everybody. who knew was well aware of 
he gave a bunch of 
labor gangsters in Chicago an unexpected lesson in it, 
These were tough days in the labor movement, right 
after the first World War, and Chicago was the most 
notorious of all racketeering ceriters. A gang of thugs 
decided they would seize by force the headquarters of 
the Stockyard Labor Council, of which Jack was sec- 
retary. Jack ‘was there alone at the time. But when 
the shooting was all over the gangsters had fled and 
Jack held the fort,

One of the most striking features of Jack's characte 
ter was sound, common sense, which is a high attribute 
of leadership. Jack was objective and realistic, and 


he had a wealth of experience upon which to draw in 
shaping his opinions. His participation in a trade 
union or Party discussion always meant a real con- 
tribution. I remember that the first timé I saw him, 
in Spokane in 1909, when he arose do speak in an IWW] 
local, I was at once struck by the intelligence of his 
remarks. After the meeting I went over and spoke 
to him. That was the beginning of our long and close 
friendship. rr 
standing was that throughout all these years he was 
able to penetrate the fog of capitalist sophistry, to 
understand what was happening in this country and 
the world, and to stand in the very front ranks of the 
fighters for progress. It was no accident that this fine 
proletarian fighter, at 


unionism. All -his life he fought for industrial union- 
ism, for honest and progressive union leadership, _ 
willing and capable of defending the workers’ inter- 
ests. What he fought for in trade unionism we now 

see being realized in the CIO, Jack also saw clearly 

the political implications of the class struggle. Above 

all he was a Party man. He understood that the work- 

ers need a political party with which to carry on their 
everyday struggles, and also to lead the people to the 

Socialism which alone can give them peace and prog- 

ress and well-being. In all his work Jack -was very 

conscious of the necessity of building our Party and 

of acquainting the workers with its program and ac- 

tivities, He was a splendid example of a Communist 

Party trade unionist,.and he did very much to 

strengthen our Party and to make it the political force 

it is today. Long a member of its National Committee, 

Jack was one of the outstanding figures in the whole 

history of our Party.
